N. V. The project, was rendered feasi- 
ble by the subscriptions of citizens intcr- 
1 in the matter, and became a fixed 
fact when tho Legislature in April 
so amended the existing laws of the 
8 regarding tho care and education 
Of deaf-mute children, as to include it 
among the institutions of the State, and 
made an appropriation for its support. 

r>\ the law, "whenever a deaf-mute 
child under the ago of twelve years shall 
become a charge for its maintenance On 
any of the towns or counties of this 
State, or shall be liable to become such 
charge, it shall bo the duty of tho over- 
seers of the poor of the town, or tho 
supervisors of such county, to place such 
ehild in an institution of the State fo it he 
education of deaf-mutes." 

The law further reads : — "Any parent, 
guardian or friend of a deaf-mute child 

within this B f six 

years and under the ago of twelve yi 
may make application to the over 
of tho poor of any town, or to any super- 
visor of tho county where such child 
may be, showing by satisfactory affidavits 
or other proof, that the health, morals 
and comfort of such child may be en- 
dangered or not properly oared for; and, 
thereupon, it shall be the duly of sueh 

overseer or Supervisor to place such 
child in an institution in the State for 
tho education of deaf-mutes." 

It is also provided that "The children 
placed in said institutions in pursuance 
of tho foregoing sections, shall bo main 
taincd therein at the expense of the coun- 
ty from whence they came, provided that 
such expense shall not exceed three hun- 
dred dollars each per year until they at- 
tho ago of twelve years ; Unlets the 
direotors of an institution to which a 
child has been sent shall find (hat sueh 
ehild is not a proper subject to remain in 
said institution." 

Por those pust tho age of twell e J 
the following provision is made : * ' K\ 
ery deaf-mute person resident in this 

State, between twelve and twenty 

years of age, whose parent or parents, or

dollars per annum, to be paid by the
